nese emigrants? Ha would call thoir at- 
tention to the things found on board and 
to. the stipulations ia the charter party. 
These, he submitted, were part of the 
equipment of a chip to take Chineso omi- 
grante for a long voyage. It waa clear from 
the evidence that Mr Banavides camo to 
Hongkong in January last ow agont for the 
Companhia Metropolitana with the express 
pucpose of prompting emigration from 
Chins to Brazil, He had not a word to 
say against emigration supposing it was car- 
tied out in a propor way. i the coolies were 
treated properly oa board ship and if pro- 
por arrangements were made for their good 
treatment on their arrival at Brazil, it was 
desirablo ; and he would not say anything 
againat Bir Bonarides. But what he would 
say waa that if a porson came to this Qo- 
lony and stayed bere for six montha he | 
might reasonably be supposed to ascertairt 
what: tho law was.in this Colony about emi- 
gration and to know that he must comply 
with it, Now, Mr Benavides did uot deny 
that he intended to take emigrants from 
Macao to Brazil; this waa to be an expe- 
rimental trip. And on 28th June he en- 
tered into this charter to enable him to 
take the omigrants over to Brazil. He put 
in tho safeguarding clause that if she did 
not go to Brazil, tho ship was to bo used 
for three months on the coast, but it was 
absurd to think that*he would give $80C0 
a month for tho charter of this steamer 
for trading on this coast when she 
would have to compete with vessols char- 
tered st a much smaller figure. That being 
so they must have had reasonable cause to 
believe that thoship was to be employed 
for carrying Chinese emigrants to be em- 
barked from a port or’ place outside this 
Colony. So much did Mr Hoppius know 
about the matter that he inatructed Mr Ray 
that there must be no fitting up or equip- 
ping in this Colcay. Capt. Broitung knew 
about it, and he took the charter party over 
to Macao to get it signed by Mr Benavides, 
who must aiso have known about it, A 
lawyer’s opinion bad been taken as to whe- 
ther it should be signed in thin Colony, 
Ho called their attention to this as showing 
that Mr Hoppius must have been vory 
precisely acquainted with the terms of the 
Ordinance, and it was evident that it was 
for the express purpose of vot infringing 
this Sub-section that the charter was sent 
over to Macao to be signed. In answer to 
to the question—Did any parson fit up or 
equip the vessel, he submitted the Crown 
had abundantly shown that sho was fitted 
up, It was not necessary to prove that 
every nail had baan driven in, elso fitting 
up could never be proved. The parties 
had to get @ license first before they began 
to fit out, and in this case, without alicense 
having been obtained, neatly everything 
required for a long voyage with emigrants 
had been aken on board although the: 

wora not fitted up ot nailed together. It 
could not be maintamed that the fittings 
were required for passengers going 
down to Singapore. There was not 
a single passenger going down there, 
He would also submit that there 
wero oortain carpenters on board the 
vesss}, and the intention evidently 
wad to have the ship fitted up at 
sea and to have overything ready for taking 
the emigrants on board at Macao. Mr 
Lavandoira was attending to gatting the 
rice, and Mr Bensvidos was getting tle 
coolies. Ho miintained thet these things 
were put on board tho Tetartoy 
with the knowledge and consent of 
Mr Benavides, in spite of his state. 
monts iv the witness box. They were 
not fools, althoagh Mr Benavides might 
think they were, It was ridiculous to sup- 
poso that Mr Benavides was not behind 
the scones pulling the strings which led to 
these things being put on board the 
steamer. Ho submitted he had proved 
that the things were put on board 
within tha watera of this Colony, that ac 
licensa was obteined before doing so, and 
that there was fitting out and equipping 
done by somebody, who must have done 
so with some specific intent. 

Mr Francis in his reply said the Attorney 
Genera} had called attontion to every point 
in the case except one, and that was the 
main point which the jury hed to 
consider. That was not whether there was 
on board this ship materiale out of 
which an ‘equipment might subsequont- 
ly be constructed, but whether tho vessel 
wos actually fitted out and equipped 
within the meaning of the ordinance. 
Would the jury say that « boy was fitted out 
for school if a certain quantity of cloth 
which might he made into shirts and vests 
ond a quantity of paper aud type which 
might be made into books were given to 
hin? Or would they say that the 
Hongkong Volunteers were equipped 


of witnesses is taken beforehand and put in 
writing so that. counsel may know what to 
ask a wituess, whereas in this case it was 
absolutely impossible for the Crown, in 
many instancee, to get information bafore- 
hand. Mx Hoppius objected to give any 
information to counsel.” 

Mr Francia. denied the accuracy of this 
statement. ” + 

His Lordship pointed out the futility of 
mentioning these matters to the jury. As 
the Attorney General saw, they invited 
suswors and led to discussion and waste of 


The Attorney General next called the 
jury’s attention to the wording of Section 74 
ef tho Ordinanca under which the charge is 
brought. It was lawful for the Governor 
to grant # license to certain persons 
“To fit out, man, equip, let or take 
on freight or hire any ship . with 
intent or knowledge or having reasonable 
cause to believe that the same will be 
employed’ in the conveyance of Chinese’ 
emigrants tp ba embarked at any port or 
place out of the Goluny, ‘provided always 
that if any person does any of the above 
mentioned acta within the Colony without 
having obtained suck license or without 
such license having been granted to the 
owner, agent or master of the ship’ he 
shall be. deemed to have committed. an 
offence. against this Section and the ship 
shall be forfeited to tha Crown. The issues 
the jury were called upon to decide were 
therafore thea, that during the month ‘of 
July and prior to tho issue of the .warrant, 
without a license having been granted the 
ship was fitted outwith thsintentionthat the 
ship was te be used for conveying emigrants, 
tho other five iseues. being-merely verbal 
alterations, the word ‘equip’ for * Sitting 
out,’ aud ‘reasgaable cause to betievo’ 
being .subatituted for ‘intent.’ Thgse 
igaues were very narrow when they came to 
lock into them.. He had to prove that the 
ship was titted out-or equipped and that it 
was cous in the Colony, that it was dane 
without a license from the Governor, and 
that it was done gither with intent of 


- gould be inflicted upon anybody in the colony. 


for any particular service SCATBG 
there were lying in their stores. guas, 
horness and carriages, everything being still 
not in the slightest degree in serviceable 
order. Broadly he thonght theso two illus- 
trations served to show the real point on 
which the jury had to decide in this case, 
He had asked no question in oross-ex- 
amination with the view of showing 
that certain moterials whioh might ha used 
for the purpose of coclie’ emigration . were 
not on board; he had. never serionly 
thought of disputing that auch material was 
on bosrd, nor that this material was not tox 
certain extent prepared for that purpose. 
Ho was there representing the absent owners 
of this vessel for the pnrpose of protecting 
their property —a very valuable pro- 
perty—from confiscation. He did not think 
any oae of the jury would have any heal. 
tation in saylog that he was bound to 
exhaust every legal objestion to the proceed - 
inga taken by the Crown in this cass before 
slbywing it to go to trial, He wished to 
call the-nttentiva of the jury to the manzer 
jn whioh the Crown had proceeded iu the casa, 
The police, he remarked, existed mainly for 
the prevention cf crime, but they sow that 
in this cnee no bint or suggestion was given 
to the ownerd of the venel that thoy were 
apparently being led into a position in which 
‘they might be guilty of a breach of 
tho law. Instead of propeeding “under 
any of the other sections of the Ordinases 
for s minor offence, they. proceeded not 
against anybody in the colony but against 
‘the absent owners of the ship to inflict upon | 
them a penalty a hundred times heavier than 


In  faot tha .Crown..took the most hostile 
proceediaga that could be taken, There 
were ‘two ‘offesces whioh the Crown might 
have charged—one was ithe beginning to 
fit out the ship for cvolie emigration, 
aud the other was the complete fitting out 
of the vessel. The former was an offence 
against section 57 of the ordinance sud the 
latter under ceotion 72, and it was ucder 
this that procoedings were taken, Now.tho 
jury before they could find the charge 


' 


proved must bo completely saliaied’ that 
one or other. of the offenoca oharg- 
ed hed been -committed by soma 
one, atd they would bare. to . be: ax 
‘folly satisfied’ of that as if - somo 
sperson word before them, in Criminal Sea- 
sions, The offence must be committed bi 
some oue, Another point which he would 
emphasise was that there could be no begin- 
ping to fit ont: it could not be said that thé 
vessel was in courac of being. fitted out or 
‘equipped. The Governmont officers were 
on the wrong tack’from the firet under 
the improssion” that the -veseel’ was 
going at once to Masao to take 
coolies ‘on board: they judged everything 
they saw on beard in the light of that im- 
pression, Had the vessel really beon going 
direct to Macao there might hove been 
some sound basin for their suspicions, 
But these materials were simply ‘put 
ox board as’ cargo and there ‘wae neither 
any attempt nor any intention of put- 
ting them fogothor there. In conclusion, 
‘the learned counsel reiterated the main 
points. which he bad submitted for the conti- 
deration of the jury. 

Wis Lordship summed up at conaidorable 
length, He left the definition of the words 
“fitting out’ and ‘equipping’ tothe jary 
and asked thom to put the ordinary and 
natural interprotation on:the terms. His 
Lordship made an exhaustive review of the 
evidence, calling attention particularly to 
the naturo and position of what had been 
desoribed as * fittings.” 

The jury, after a short retirement, gave 
a negative reply on all the iseucs. 

His Lordship—Well, gontlemen I have 
much pleasure iu discharging you.

In an article of great ability and 
terest, id the Fortnightly Review, 
Robert Ball diseusses the problem, 
the Universo Infinite?’ We quote 
couclusiong :— 


Let ns see whethor wa ean learn any- 
thing as to the extent of space itself. It 
is apparont that wo socom to bo in tho 
presence of about equal difficulties whether 
we attempt to think of space a3 finite or as 
infinite; for imagine that wo go up in a 
straight line into.the sky, and on, and on, 
ond on, in thought for millions, it would 
set that the journey ought to be endless ; 
for supposing that you try to conocivo a 
boundary, tha imagination will equally 
suggest thet there is something on the 
other sido of that boundary from which 
you can commence gain. It appears 
almost equally impossible to sappose that 
the journey could be carried on for ever a8 
to suppose that it could ever bo brought 
to an end. It was, however, long ago 
shown by Kant that space was rather to be 
regarded 28 a form in which tho human 
mind was compelled to regard objects than 
is a self-oxisting fact of exteraal nature. 
We have no power iv our own consciousness 
to surmount the difficulties of conception 
to which I have referred. Thoy arise 
from the conditions of our mental constita- 
tion, and reasoning about space will do no 
more to remove its mysteries than it will 
suffice to givo to the man born blind 
a notion of the colour scarlet, But 
mathematiclans, while fully aware of the 
imperfection of their powara of conception 
ag regards the facts: of space, are still 
eusbled to frame a perfectly consistent 
theory sccording to which the obsorved 
phenomens of nature can bo presented 
within a space which is flaite in dimensions, 
They are even ablo, as it were, to Iay their 
finger upon the exact point in which the 
subjective difficulty has arisen. It can be 
demonstrated that ull known Facts about 
space are reconcileable with the supposition 
that if wa follow a straight line through 
space, using for the word straight the 
definition which science has shown properly 
to belong to it, that then, -nfter'a journay 
which is infinite in its length, wo shall find 
ourselves back at the point from which we 
started. If anyone should think this a 
difficulty 1 wonld recommend him to try 
to affix a legitimate definition to tho word 
straight, Ho will find that the atriotly 
detinable attributes of straightness cre 
quite compatible with tho fect thet a 
particle moving slong a straight line will 
ultimately be restored to tho point from 
which it departed, 

It is quite trne that this ecoms to bea 
paradox, but it will not beso considered 
by the geometer. Tho truth it implias is, | 
indeed, quite a familiar doctrine in modern 
geometry, But what is not so familiar to 
mathematicians is that the restoration of 
the travelling particle to the point from 
which it originally started need not involve 
a journey of infinite length.” If we assume 
Euelid’s twelfth axiom to be trua, then io 
doubt the traveller can only got back to ihe 
point from which he started og the resalt 
of a journey of infinite length which will 
hava ocoupied an infnife time. But now 
suppose that Euclid’, twelfth axiom be not 
true, or suppose that, what comes to the 
samo thing, the three angles of a triangle 
are not indecd equal to two right angles, 
then the journey mey require neither an 
infinite lapse of tinse nor an infinitely great 
speed before. the traveller regaing bis 
origins! position even though he is moving 
in a straight line all the time, 
thus clearly finite; for'a particle travolling 
in a straight line with uniform speed in 
the same direction is never able to get 
beyond a certain limited distanes from tha 
original position, to which it will every 
pow and then return. Those who romem-

the sanctions by which they believe in the 
equality of the three angles of a triangle 
fo two right angles. Let them know now 
that this’ proposition has. never - been 
proved, and never can bo proved except by 
the somewhat. illogical process of firat 
assuming what ja equivalent to the same 
thing; a8-Euctid does in. assuming. the 
twelfth axiom.
